THE CONSERVATIVES AWAITING 
HER PLEASURG, 


Ber Meicsty Supposed to be on Her Way to Windsor 
—Lora Hertington Called to Her Presence— 
The Oonservatives Declare Their Readi- 
ness to Acer pt the Responsibility, 

Lonpoy, June 10,—Mr. Gladstone still re- 
mains in London. Tt is believed that the 
queen willreturn from Balmoral Saturday. 
The Standard announces “by authority,” that 
the conservatives, if entrusted by the queen 
with the formation of the new ministry, will 
undertake the duty. 

The chief difficulty encountered by the con- 
servatives in their discussions regarding the 
formation of a ministry, says the Pall Mall 
Gazette, is the problem what todo with Lord 
Rando'ph Churchill. He cla,ms to have done 
much in the work of deetroying the liberal 

overnment, and demands his share of the 

poilse. Itis apparent that the older tory 
leaders regar bim a8 troubleme 
and semewhat dargerous to have around 
in the patione! circles. The Pall Mall Gazette 
intimates that a polite effort will be made ta 
get rid of him, it the conservatives form & gov- 
ernment. He will, it.is seid, he. resemine to 
go to Irelend, it not to sueceed Barl Spenser 
as lord lieutenant, then as chief ry. 
The sort of talk whicb is already ing ap- 

lied to the young leader, is eomething like 

his: “You certainly prefetaduty t mere am- 
bition, therefore, you should accept this ditii- 
cult end dangerous post. Dare you accept it? 
If you accept, then, whether .yougucesed or 
fail, you will at least prove that you possess 
great qualities of intrepidity gnd self-sacrifice 
which are among theg t gitts possessed 
by popular statesmen.” Lord Randolph is 
uery susceptible to flattery, and he might 
prove a great Irish-governor. 

It isrumored that the queen has sent a 
telegram to Mr. Gladstone requesting him io 
reconsider his decision to resign. There is no 
reason, however, to believe that Gladstone 
will, under existing conditions, consent to re- 
£ume ofiice. 

G'adstone’s retirement from the manage- 
ment of British affairs, it is generaliy believed 
in St. Petersburg, will not affect the settle- 
ment of the Afghan frontier question. 

A private deputation of conservative members 
of parliement waited upon Sir Stafford North- 
cote, and the marquis of Salisbury to-day, and 
urged them torefusal office. The marquis of 
Salisbury stated that if the queen called them 
they must form a government. He would sup- 
port Sir Stafford Northcote as premier, 
and he expected that the queen’s 
command would place Sir Stafford in that po- 
sition. The quietness that has prevailed in 
the stock exchange throughout the present 
crisis is traceable to the public belief that the 
conservatives must maintain fora length of 
time acontinuity ofthe foreign policy. A 
similar impression is prevalent on tue Euro- 
pean bourses. 

An official order was issued to-night closing 
Windsor castle to the public after to-morrow. 
This is a sure sign of the advent of queen. As 
Windsor,is only thirty minutes by rail from 
London, the return of her majesty will greatly 
expedite public business at the present crisis. 

he queen has summoned the marquis of 
Hartington, secretary of state for war, to 
Balmora! castle. Itis not known whether he 


m. is summoned as the representative of Mr. 
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iladstone, or is to be invited to form a new 
Caebibet. Lord Hartington seems te be in no 
hurry to comply with the summons, aad has 
pot yet started tor Scotland. 

The muxrquis of Hartington had arranged to 
go to Ba!moral last evening in place of Glad- 
stone, but the plan was abandoned. The fact 
thet Hertington remains in London is regarded 
as an indication ofthe early arrival of the 


ueen 
The Daily News this morning expresses the 
hope that the cabinet will persist in resigning, 
adding that a few months of tory rule will 
ensure a liberal triumph in the general elec- 
tion, and will be better than fifty discourses 
on the superiority*of liberal principles. 

Lord Hartington stayed in London in obe- 
dience to a telegram from the queen. 

The Times, commenting on the fact that 
pince the division thirty or forty liberal ab- 
fentees have declared that they would have 
voted with the government, says that the 
ministers ought to reconsider their decision.

The Madagascar Expedition, 

Paris, June 10.—At a meeting of the com- 
mittee on credits for Madagascar to-day, Pre- 
mier Brieson stated that the government in- 
tended to maintain the statuo quo in Madagas- 
car until the Tonquin aifair had been settled. 
If, he edded, the country wishes to go further, 
the future chamber of deputies must take ac- 
tion. Freycinet, minister of foreign affairs, 
said thattheFrench would retain their present 
position, and if necessary occupy other po- 
pitions of secondaryfimportance. It remained 
for the new chamber to settle the Madagascar 
question. The committee almost unanimously 
voted $2,400,000 to defray the expenses of the 
Madegascar expedition. 


Manifesto from Prince Victor, 
Paris, June 10.—The supporters of Victor 
Napoleon, son of Prince Napoleon, have issued 
an election manifesto. It declares war against 
“repnblican anarchy;’’ proclaims “no com- 
munity with revolutionists,” and appeals tor

THE VIEWS OF TH# SECOND POS'T- 
MASTER-GENERAL. 


He Thinks That Senators and Representatives Have 
" Wo Conslusive Bight to Secure the Appoint- 
ment of Favorites— What Policy He Will 
Pursue—Other Capital Gossip. 


Wasuincton, June 10,.—In a case which 


recently came before him, where a senator 
complained of not having sufficient dictation 
in the matter of the appointment of a post- 
master in his district, Mr. Hay, first assistant 
postmaster general, expressed himself as op- 
to the custom of the post- 
office department, under past ad- 
ministrations, of appointing postmasters 
solely upon the request of the congressmen in 
whore dietricts the appointments might be 
made. He stated thathe was unaware of any 
congrestional prerogative at all which the 
department was bound to respect. Correct 
information, he added, was always sought, 
and the views of a senator or representative 
would, of course, receive great weight and 
consideration, but he did not know that they 
had any prerogative whatever in the matter. 
Mr. Hay added, to forcibly illustrate his views 
on this point: 

I am entirely ignorant ofany law or correct 
principle which directs that this department 
must atall conform to the dictates of a senator or 
any number of senators in appointmeats to office. 
If the fact should cometo my knowledge that 
a majority of the patrons ofa postoffice should 
unequivocally express their desires

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GENERAL KING EXPLAINS. 


He Said Nothing at Ali About the Members 
of Mr. Jones's Family. 
Wasnineton, June 10.—The Star says the 
published reports about a probable duel be- 
tween Representatives King and Mr. Cuthbert 
Jones, of Lonisiana, because of some reflec- 
tions upon the members ot the latter’s family, 
alleged to have been made by General King, 
do not seem fo have foundation enough to 
worry the lovers of peace add order. Itseems 
that Mr. Jones’s ire was raised by sensational 
matter telegraphed from Washington, which 
was represented as coming from General King. 
The latter, it appears, did interpose to prevent 
the appointment of Mr. Jones to a consulate, 
but General King denies that he cast any 
reflections upon the members of Jones’s fam- 
ily.

WASHINGTON, June 18,1885 —[For the Associated 
Press.} — I beg to 8a that the 
alleged interview wit! me, in 
regard to the Liddell-Jones matter, published in 
the Pittsburg Dispatch of the 7th inst., and copied 
into the other papers, did not take place as repre.

Two Reports Which Seem to Presage its 
Presence, 

WasHINGTON, June 10.—The marine ho3- 
pital service is informed that two vessels, sup- 
posed to be infected with yellow fever, had 
cleared from Cenfuegos for Delaware break- 
water, and are due atthe latter place about 
this date. The quarantine officer at the 
breakwater has been notified, anda revenue 
cutter from Philadelphia hss been ordered to 
intercept the vessels upon their arrival. Dr. 
Hamilton, chief of the marine hospital servica, 
to'day received the following dispatch ffom 
Dr. James Holt, president of the Louisiana 
state board of health, in relation to the sus- 
pected case of yellow fever near New Orleans:

Bo great has been the demand 
from the boards of trade and other commercial 
bodies for the monthly statements that Secre- 
tary Manning, at the request of Colonel 
Swhzier, the new chief of the bureau of sta- 
tistics, has authorized their publication to be 
resumed, andthe statement for May will be 
issued in a few days.

ErRINGFIELD, Mass., June 10.—Tke reports 
in tbe Néw England Homestead, from the 
principal tobacco growing sections of New 
England, New York, Pennsylvania and Wis- 
consij, give an interesting account 
of the present outlook for the 
tobac’o crop. In the Connecticut valley, 
espec, lly in Massachusetts, large quantities 
of ifs4 seed leaf crop are still unsold. The 
grow’rs went into Havana seed leat heavily 
last yoar, but the crop in this section has not 
sold ‘ell, although fair prices have been ob- 
taine | in some instances. That which was 
sold «arly brought the prices. The 1883 crop 
is abcat all cleared up. In most of the Massa- 
chug ts towns, where tobacco has been grown, 
there, will be a considerable falling off from 
last Bear’s acreage. Probably not half as 
mu Havana will be grown a3 was 
last ear, but there will be a 
col@wrreabie increase in seed leaf. The 
tobacco acreage will be from 15 to 20 per cont 
below that of last year. In Connecticut, 
about the usual acreage will be set with leas 
Havana. The Housatenic seed leaf was all 
sold early, though at low price, which will 
prevent any very great increase in this year’s 
acresge. Across the border,in New York, 
however, the tobacco crop is gradually grow- 
inginimportance. The great Havana tobacco 
section of Onandogacounty shows a slight 
decrease in acreage, owing to 
ihe low prices and much unsold 
leaf, but the growers will cling to Havana. 
The Pennsylvania growers feel blue, but will 
probably set near as much as last year not- 
withetanding, mostly seed leaf. Wisconsin is 
becoming a great competitor of the eastern 
tobacco growers. The growers there have 
realized higher average prices during the past 
winter than have been paid tor the Havana of 
the eastern states. This has given the 
business @ great impetus, and the acreage 
will be at least one-fourth larger tan last 
year. Aside from the general business de- 
pression, the state of the tobacco market is 
primarily due to the importation of Sumatra 
tobacco, Through the eiforts of the New Eng- 
land tobacco growers association, the tax oa 
Sumatra leaf was increased from 35 to75 cents 
per pound, but theimporters have been able 
to evade the law, and it is practically inopera- 
tive. The growers of seed leaf tobacco 
throughout the country wil spare no effort to 
secure an ironclad prohibitory tariff at the 
next session of congress.

Back Iatothe Mountains, 

W asurneron,June 10.—In a telegram,dated 
Fort Bayard, N. M., 6th inst., Colonel Brad- 
ley states that itis certain that the hostile 
Ayaches ere makipg for Mexico by way of 
Stein’s Peak range. The troops and scouts 
are stationed in Stein’s pass, Doubtful canon 
and San Logis valley, to intercept them. Un- 
der date ot Deming, June 8, General Crook 
telegraphs: 

Preparations to operate against the hostiles, in 
accordance with my telegram of the 5th, should 
be made with the least possible delay. In my 
judgment, asarule, the Indiaus thus far have 
only killed the citizens to get arms and ammuni- 


tion, butif, after some of their number have been 


k lled, the Indians are driven back into tre Unit- 
ed States, there is no estimating the damage they 
will be likeiy todo, A number of people are living 
in these mountains, and their property interests 
bave increased enormously since the time of Vic- 
toria, 80 that if the Indians meet among these 
mountains again, such a wail willgo up as was 
never before heard. Already reply is requested, 
which will serve to instruct me as tothe inten- 
tions of the government, but I desire to reiterate 
that delay is extremely dangerous. 

In transmitting this dispatch General Pope 
says that he has complied with General 
Crook’s requests to the extent of his power, 
and submits the matter for the action of the 
war department. In another dispatch from 
Deming, General Crook says:

TRIAL OF COL. JOHNSON FOR THE 
MURDEROF MAJOR HENRY. 


The Story of the Crime for Which Johtson is on 
Trial for Life— Aggravated Until He Committed 
Murcer-The Sympathy of the Whole 
People With Him- Jury Selected. 


GREENVILLE, Tenn ,June 10.—[{Special }—Nothing 
is thought of and talked of here but the trial of 
Colonel E. T Johnson, forthe murderof Major 
Henry, which began today. The whole day was 
spent in the selection of a jury, which was com- 
pleted in the afternoon, when the court ad- 
journed until to morrow. The crime for which 
Colonel Johnson is to be tried, is pronounced by 
Senaior Voorhees, counsel for the defense, to 
beone of the most remarkable tragedies in our an- 
nals. 

Johnson was one of the brightest and most suc- 
cessinl lawyers in Indianapolis, witha beautifal 
home and 4 family consisting of 
R wile, son and daughter. 
In consequence of ill-health he 
accepted a position as special examining agent of 
the pension office and went to East Tennessee 
taking his wife with him. In the course ofa year 
bis wife returned home. A year ago last Thanks- 
giving day Johnson went to Indianapolis, aad the 
following morning the city was startled by the an- 
rouncement of his wife’s suicide. She was found 
lying on her bed dressed in pure white with a 
pistol by her side. The fatal bullet had pierced 
her heart. The grief stricken husband at first 
stated that the snicide was due to insanity, 
This was believed at first, but 
gradually people began to think thatthe uunfor- 
tunate lady had been murdered by her husband. 
Sympathy gave way tosuepicion anda thorough 
investigation was demanded, The correspondence 
between husband and wife while he was in Ten- 
nersee and she was at home developed the fact 
that during Mrs. Johnson’s stay in Tennessee, 
Msjor Henry obtained control over her througo 
bis power as a mesmeérist and seduced her. When 
she returned to Indianapolis she was free from 
this man’s influence and wrote to 
ber husband making a full confession. When 
Joburon reached heme he talked the matter over 
with his wife, told her that her fault should ney- 
er be known, and promised to make ample provi- 
sion for her support. He then left her and 
the next morning found her dead. To prevent 
exposure he advanced the insanity theory; and 
but for the persecutions of his enemies the truth 
would never have come to light. When the facts 
come out Johnson learned that 
Major Henry, who was connected with some iron 
works in Tennessee, was beasting of his crime and 
areerting that Mrs. Johnson had ied himoen. This 
wat more then Johnson could endure, and taking 
a shotgun he hunted Henry down until he fouad 
him at a country store near Greenville, where he 
ermoptied both barrels of the gun in his body, kill- 
ing him instantly. Returning to Greenville 
the people turned out en masse and 
congratulated him heartily. They carried him on 
their shoulders to the hotel and told the sheriff 
that they would tear down the jailifhe attempt- 
ed to place Johnson in it. At the preliminary 
trial the bail bond was fixed at $10,000, and the 
best citizens volunteered to sign it. 

Since that time the people and the press of Ten- 
nessee and Indiana have indorsed Johnson’s act, 
and no violator of the law ever had the public 
more strongly on his side. 

Johbnso® is a tal!, slender man about forty=fivs, 
with a long black beard slightly tinged with gray. 
He is a quiet looking man and in bad health. 


THE SARA SOTA THUGS. 


Trial of the Gang Uharged with Killing 
Postmaster Abbe and Riley. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 10.—[Special.]—In 
August lasta man named Riley was assassinated 
in Monatee county. In December Postmaster 
Abbe was assassinated at Sara Sota. An investiga- 
tion ceyeloped the fact that there was a secret 
society in the neighborhood which called itself the 
Sara Sota Vigilance committee, the members of 
which were bound to stand by each 
other right or wrong, to take up 
each other’s quarrels and to put to 
death such persons as the judges of the society 
sbould sentence to die. It was ascertained that 
Dr. L. F. Andrews. formerly of Kansas, and A. B. 
Bidwell, formerly of Buffalo, N. Y., were the so- 
called judges and that one Jason Alford, of 
Georgia, was captain. Besides these there were 
cighteen other members. They bad a ritual and 
We = bound together by the most blood curdling 
oaths, 

A special term of court, Judge Mitchell presid- 
ing, is now being held at Pine Level for 
the trial of this gang, most 
of whom are in jail. The first case is against 
Willard, Anderson and Brown, who are charged 
with the murder of Postmaster Abbe. Great in- 
terest is felt in the case, as the prisoners are all 
preminent citizens, and intelligent and fine look- 
ing men. Bidwell was a man of good standing in 
Buffalo, and the press and people of that city 
refuse to believe that be has developed into a 
thug since he settled In Florida. One of the 
gang who implicated Bidwell in his 
confession, has since stated that he was forced to 
make the charge, and that Bidwell is innocent. 

The testimony for the state during the first 
day’s trial makes it very clear that Willard shot 
Abbe.

THE WILL OF RICHARD TUBMAN. 


The Benevolent Bequests Made by the 
Husband of the Late Mrs. Tubmac. 

Extracts from the will of Richard Tabman, who 
died many years before his wife, Mrs. Emily H. 
Tubman, who died in Augusta Tuesday, will be 
read with interest at this time, as the last will 
and testimentof a remarkable man, whose be- 
quests were full of benevolence and whose direc- 
tions have been faithfully followed by -his noble 
wife, who has just died. 

The will is dated July 1, 1833, 

He bequeathed 44 shares of stock of the bank of 
the State of Georgia to the free school of the city 
of Augusta; 60 shares of stock ot the bank of Aa- 
gusta to St. Paul’s Episcopal church in Auzusta; 
large landedjestates, with all the negroes thereon, 
to the youngestson of Thomas B. Tubman and 
his heirs; $100 per year to his man-seryant Tom 
as lopg as he lives; and made other family be- 
quests amounting to cevetal thousands of dollars. 

The lsst clause of the will was as follows: 

I give and devise to my kind, 
goo and affectionate wife, Emily 
. Tubman, the entire baiance of my _ ¢és- 
tate, of whatever kind or thing it may consist of. 
Now, in consideration of the unlimited confidence 
that I have in thediscretion of my good wife, 
Emily H. Tubman, I do hereby constitute and 
appoint hermy sole executrix of this, my will, 
with the full hope and belief that she wiil use 
every means in her ) to 
carry every part of , my 
will, into complete effect. I, therefore, desire that 
she, immediately after nly decease, apply to the 
legisiature of this state to pass a law (if they in 
their wisdom sbould deem it expedieet or politic) 
to enable her to emancipate and make free, in this 
state, all the negroes I may die possessed of, except 
Anva, and all her children; Charlotte, and all her 
children, and Fanny and ali her children. [, there- 
fore, set apart out of that part of my estate 
heretofore given to my wife, $.0,000~ 
*h,.CCO of whichsum I request my exceutrix to 
present to the university of the state of Georgia, 
or to the trustees thereof; provided, however, the 
legislature do pass the above described law,§ ea- 
abling her to manumit my negroes, as aforesaid: 
if not, then the whole of the $10,000 to’ be applied 
to the transportation of the said negroes to; such 
part of the United States as my executrix may 
deem the Jaws best calculated to secure to them 
the rightsand immunities of free persons. The 
balance then, if any is left, shall be divided 
amongst them in equal shares; but if the legis!a- 
tureshould passthe above described law, then 
the other $5,000 shail be divided among them 
in equal shares. And, furthermore, I request that 
my executrix distribute amongst the poor of this 
county of Richmond $2,000. And that all the real 
estate that I may die possessed of in the city ol 
Augusta, atter the death of my wife, be, and is 
bereby given to the trustees of the Richmond 
county academy, and their successors, the annual 
product to be by them appropriated to the erec- 
tion of a poor house in said county, and for the 
support of its inbabitants forever.

NEW York, May 27, 1885. Mrs. Odlum—Dear 
Madam: Yesterday Ishipped per Adams express 
the effects leftat my house by your son hobert, 
Dear Mrs, Odlum, it is with feelings of great hesi- 
tation that I address you aiter all the hatred and 
cruel things you haye said about me, and yetl 
consider it my duty to write you. The great God 
who knows all knows that I did everything in my 
power to prevent the jump and the same God 
knows that Iam not his murderer you accuse me 
of being. Youcannotimagine with what grief 
and sorrow I read your accusation. Iwas in bed 
at the time, ill with a heavy cold,and it aimost 
broke my heart to have you think that I was in 
any way responsible for the death of a friend who 
I loved for his good natureand brave heart. I 
have one thing to say that I am sure will give you 
consolation. On that fatal Thursday morniog 
Robert got upearly and disappeare’1 for four 
hours. I did notknow where he had gone, aud 
hoped he had taken my advice and left New York. 
Since then I have discovered that he went from my 
house to the Church of the Redemptorist Fathers, 
where afriendofmine saw him goto thecon-: 
fessional and receive holy communion, I thank 
the Lord. May Godrest the soul of poor, poor 
Rob Mrs, Odium,IwishI could goto you, and 
kneeling at your feet tell you all I did to turn 
him awsy from his dete-mination, and to can- 
vince you thatIam not his murderer in deed 
or thought. I would not have gone to the 
river to witress his leap but for the though 
that I might be of assistance to him. Ina answer 
to my entreaties that he should avandon his idea, 
be said: “This feat will give me fame and a repu- 
tation that will survive me, plenty of engage- 
ments. and thus enable me to help my mother 
and myself as l would wish to do, and as I have 
not been able to do for a couple of years. Don’t 
try and turn meé from the only chance I see left for 
me to make a name and a fortune,”’ 

Poor, brave, gentle hearted Bob—Iam sure he 
thought of youin his last moments. I too have 
a motber, who has read all about your son’s sad 
fate, aud your accusation has cut her to the heart. 
She has just written to me saying she wonld pra 
every day forthe poor boy aslongas she lived. 
My wife is doing the same, ‘and will con- 
tinue to doro. She knows that you are mista- 
kep, for she heard me imploring Bob to aban- 
don the idea. She and I pray for him every night, 
end as long as we have a dollar to spare it will be 
spent in masses for the repose of hissoul. If you 
think I am guilty of luriag on your son to his 
death [simply bare my head and accept it asa 
punishment for many a sin I have committed, but 
God knows of this ove I am innocent, God bleas, 
comfort: and console you, dear Mrs. Odlum.,

THE REMAINS OF THE GRBAT 
, COMMQNER AT REST. 


The Train Bearing the Remains of Mr. Stephens 
Leaves the Citg For Liberty Hall-—The Escort 
on Bosrd- Arriving in Orawforaville- 
The Ceremcnies That Were H14. 


Yesterday the remains of the late Alexander 
H. Stephens were taken by 9 special train to 
Crawfordsville and there, amid imposing cere- 
nionies, were consigned to their last resting 
plece in the lawn of Liberty Hall and in the 
ehedow of the great trees that shed a de- 
lightfal shede around the place which bears 
niany bellowed associations as the home of 
the great commoner. 

The rain wes pouring down in torrents 
ycsterday morning, but in spite 
of that fact the 
beercrs went out to Oakland cemetery to 
transport the remains tothe state capitol. 
Those who went out were in carriages and 
were under the escort of Mr. H. M. Patterson. 
The party was 2s follows: Adolph Brandt, of 
Auguste; M. P. Reese, of Washington; Judge 
Samuel Lumpkin, of Lexington; Judge Mar- 
ehall J. Clarke, of Atlanta; Dr. P. R. J. Redd, 
of Crawfordvilie; Alderman Hutchison, of 
Atlante; J. N. Chapman, of Crawtordville; W. 
O, Holden, of Crawfordville; Hon. T. E. Bris- 
tow, of Crawfordville; Thomas B, Brady, of 
Atlante. : 

The remains were taken to the capitol, ar- 
riving there at seven o’clock, and the casket, 
enclosed in a wooden box, remained there 
until balf-past eight. A number of beautifal 
megnolias and other white flowers were sent 
in and were used in decorating the box that 
enclosed the casket. 

At half-past eight the remains were placed 
in Patterson & Bowden’s hearse, to which 
wes attached four handsome black 
horses driven by Mr. Brady, of the firm of 
Miller & Brady. Following the hearse were 
the pall bearers as follows: 

Captain Henry Jackson, Judge W. R. Ham- 
mond, Judge Lumpkin, Hon. M. P. Reese, 
Mr. J. N. Chapman, Senator Colquitt. 

Following came the statehouse officers and 
réecular escort. 

Next came the escort of police, fifty or sixty 
strong, under command of Chief Connolly,and 
then citizens generally. 

The procession marched down Marietta 
street to Pryor, along Pryor to Wall, and 
along Wall to the union passenger depot. The 
remains were placed in an express car which 
formed apart ofthe special train.

his remains should have rested fora time in the 
cepital of the state. Byt when’ the: public pa- 
geautry, when the pomp of the public funeral 
wes over, when the emblems of public sorrow 
were removed from the public buildings, there 
then arose ip the bearts of the people of his old 
county who bad so long and so dearly loved him, 
a desire to remove these sacred remains and con- 
fign them to their mother earth. In furtherance 
of this design the Stephens monumental associa- 
tion wes organized, first to remove the 
remains to their old home and secondly to erect a 
monument to perpetuate the virtues of their dead 
friend, The first sad,;.sclemn duty is performed. 
The mortal remairs of Alexander H. Stephena are 
at home, literally: beneath the shade of 
the . trees where he used to rest. It 
was bere be lovell to retire from the active scenes 
of public life to find asolace in the swect pleas- 
ures ofhome. It was here he songht the compan: 
ionship of the friends of his youth, who loved 
bim in his boyhood and honored him in his mau- 
hood. Viewing all men there are yet thingsin his 
career that strike me with wonder. When I think 
about the extreme poverty in which he was born; 
when I recollect that the poor boy 
LOST HIS MOTHER 

a few weeks after he was born; when I recollect 
that he lost his father when stilla mere boy, aud 
in one short week lost his step- 
mother, who had been his guide; when 
I recolicct that be merged into life with a body 
wasted by disease, and wasting continually from 
the craddie to the grave. When I bear in mind 
that this physical frame was called on to keep up 
a perpetual warfare with death itself for mere 
existince, ] am lost, and we are all lost in admir- 
ation and wonder at the labor which he perform: 
ed, and the success which he achieved. His ear- 
liest youth was animated by a fervor of ambition 
that nothing could satisfy but the highest achieve- 
ments that hesought. This desire was the jfirst 
clement ofsuccess. But it was not sufficientofl 
itself. It needed and had his wonderful courage. 
There is the courage of thegoldier; the courage of 
the man who risks his liye on what he considers is 
the field of honor; there is the courage like that 
of Socratcs when he drank thejhemlock; there is 
a courage like that of Pitt, when he told the peo- 
ple to be of good cheer and hurl defiance at their 


foes, and

like that of the Christiaa martyr who for his con: 
viction dies at the stake. There is nota single 
one of these elements of courage in which 
Mr. Stephere owas wanting. Witness his 
aavice to his brother Linton when amere boy at 
school, when hesaid: “Remember, give offense 
to no man, butifa crisis comes, remember you 
are a ireeman’s son, and be sure you will do honor 
to his bloed,’’ The steaker related some interest- 
ing incidents of the know-nothing 
campaign, when Mr. Stephens stood  un- 


flinchingly by his corvictions in the face of great . 


opposition, standing as he did solitary and alone, 
Iremember, though but a boy, when he said ina 
speech—and ¢€vyery one believed him—‘I am afraid 
of nothing on the earth, nor under the earth, nor 
above the earth, save to do wrong.’ 
It wes the courage of the soldier, 
it was the courage oi the martyr, it was the cour- 
ace of the statesman, it was the courage of the 
philosopher. Hehad all the elements of all the 
kinds of courage combined, But allied with that 
courage was the most 
TENDER AND COMPASSIONATE 
of natures, Major Barnes spoke very beautifully 
of Mr. Stephens’s love of his brother Linton and 
his watch!ul care overhim. To Linton Stephens, 
the ereat commoner was at once father and 
brother. Major Barnes related several stories 
illustrating the characteristics of Mr. Stephens, 
and closed by a beautiful aud eloquent reference 
to Mr. Stephens’s love forthe old red hills and 
rocks and gullies of Crawfordville and to the pecu- 
liar beauty of the sentiment that brought his re- 
mains back torest until the final day under the 
shadow of the home that in life he somuch loved. 
Captain Henry Jackson Speaks, 

Captain Henry Jackson was introduced, and de- 
livered an admirable address. which contained 
many interesting points about Mr. Stephens’s life 
and characteritics, Hesaid that such a career as 
Mr. Stephens lived the world would naturally 
pronounce an impossibility, He lived his entire 
life beneath the very shadow of the grave. In 
school, feeble as he was, he carried away the high- 
est honors without apparent effort, and entering 
the bar he took his stand in the 
foremost rank immediately. What is the 
keystone to this wonderful! career? 

One man gives one reason, another another, and 
£O On until at last he has attributed to him every 
quality of powerthat every and all pubiic men 
ever possessed. Tomy mind his extraordinary 
career was based mainly upon his majestic wis- 
com accompanied by an immovable will and un- 
swerving nerve accompanied by the grandest of 
human hearts: Withthe wisdom to discern the 
true path of duty and of right, he had the will 
and the nerve to do it. He did not 
feel the public pulse and go with it, following 
while he seemed to lead. He never followed pub 
licopinion. He was aleader. One of the grand 
est positions ever occupied by Mr, Webster was 
when the doors of Fanueil hall were closed to hira 
and he spoke to the people of Massachusetts from 
an open carriage, and said: ‘You have conquered 
your climate; 

YOU HAVE CONQUERED 
a barren and a sterile soil; you have conquered 
the ocean that washes your shores; you have 
fought your way to the respect of mankind, 
but yet you have to conquer 
your prejudices.’’ Ii Mr, Webster rose 
to the point of snblimity then, what must be said 
of Mr, Stephensin ’61, when almost solitary and 
alone advocating his opinions and fighting for the 
policy bis wisdom dictated. It required the high- 
est order of nerve then to say to the people ‘‘your 
leaders are wrong.’’ Captain Jackson paid a very 
high tribute to Mr. Stephens’s great speechfat Mil- 
ledgeville against secession. But when Georgia 
went out ofthe union, Mr. Stephens went with 
herand did his part faithf)y and well by the 
confederacy. Captain Jackson told many interest- 
ing anecdotes of Mr. Stephens, illustrating his 
character. Captain Jackson was eloquent in des- 
cribing the goodners of heart that characterized 
the great commoner. There was a room in his 
house known as the tramp's room, and Mr, Steph- 
ens would compound medicine to bathe the 
fightless eyes of his blind deg to lessen the suffer- 
ing that those members caused. An old servant 
faid with rough eloquence: ‘‘Mars Aleck was 
kinder to dogs than most folks is to folks!’’ The 
Riateshould erect monuments to many of her 
dead sons, who have earned them by their careers 
but none has more worthily won a shaft of honor 
than the dead governor. Let the monumental 
shait rise, and let there be inscribed on three 
sides, ‘‘Wisdom.,”’ ‘Justice’? and ‘‘Moderation,” 
aud on the fourth ‘‘‘Self Sacrifice.”’ 
Governor McDaniel’s Speech, 

Major Barnes expressed regret that General 
Toombs could not be present, as he was detained 
athome on accountof sickness.

friend? As it was not to be, however, ! esteem it 
a great privilege, 8 great honor, 
to baye the opportunity here in 
the presence of his neighbors to say a few faltering 
words in his place. While it was not my privilege 
to bave been long associated with him in public 
life, I wes called upon to take up the burden of 
duties which proyed too heavy for his age and 
iv firmaties and feebleness, and all that you have 
heard from the eloquent gentiemen who have 
preceded me, of his qualities of mind and heart, 
I have seen exemplified in the discharge of the 
duties of that «office in which he 
dica and can testify to you 
of the faithfulness of the account which they have 
givenofhim. The quality in his character that 
always struck me with the greatest force was that 
which entitled him to be called the great com- 
moner. Othermen have been socalled. but none 
ever lived who deserved it in the sense that Alex- 
ander H. Stephens deserved it. If he hadone 
characteristic above another it was his love for 
popular rights—for human liberty. It was the 
principal of his life thatfevery man should have a 
chance, and a fair chance, that every p0s- 
sible obstacle should be taken ont of the path of 
EVERY HUMAN BEING 

£0 that he should have an opportunity to advance 
himeelf in life and increase his happiness and the 
happiness of those dependent on him. Not inone 
great crisis, not upon one political issue or in one 
political campaign, but throughout his whole life 
be has stood by that, always stand 
ing vp for constitutional liberty, for 
freedom, for the people, against oppression, 
ageinst injustice, whether from the government 
or from the most powerful class, in whatever form 
oppression threatened the people areund him 

Alexander H. Stephens was their determined 

champion throughout his life. And I know ofno 
higher honor and of no higher encomium to place 
upon him than to say that he possessed those vir 

tues which have been rightfully ascribed to him 

in the addresses this evening We have been 

reminded how soon men are forgotten. It will 
not be s0 with Mr, Stephens, The affections of his 
neighbors, of his associates, of the people of the 
whole state are too deep for that, his virtues are 

revered too deeply for him to pass out of the 

public mind and out of the popular heart. This 

vast assemblage to do him honor.is a greater en- 

comium than speech could pass.

THE STATE TEMPBRANCE CON- 
VENTION IN SESSION. 


A Bepresentative Body of Men From All Parts of 
Georgia—Addresses of Welcome and Respoa- 
ses—A Body That Means Business—Sam 
Jones Makes a Great Speech. 

The convention was called to order at 12 o'clock 
by President Pringle. W.G. Whidby was elected 
secretary. Prayer was offered by Rey. A. G. 
Thoms. 

The address of welcome was delivered by Rev. 
Virgil Norcross, who spoke of the great work that 
lay before the convention and before all the 
friends of temperance in Georgia. He extended a 
bearty welcome to the convention to Atlanta, 
and expressed the hope that its session would be 
pleasant and profitabie. 

Judge George N. Lester responded very happily. 
After thanging Mr. Norcress for his kind expres- 
sious besaid that the only legisiation he asked 
was the passage of alaw forlocal option, We 
went to have the right by the omnuipotant 
power ofan unpurchasable ballot tosay to the 
jiquor dealers: ‘You bave ruined your last maa. 
You have desolated your last home. 
You have dragged down your last 
promising boy.”’ [Applause]. Reference 
has been made tothe capitalcity of Georgia, 
If the peovle of this city could give an expression 
to their sentiments on this question they would 
put down whisky in Atianta, [Applause.] I 
would we could go furtl er here and all over Geor- 
gia. I wouid stop the manufacture of it. [Ap- 
plauge.] I hope to live to see theday when there 
will not be a licensed bar room in Georgia. [Ap- 
plause,}] I hope to live to see the day when tere 
is not a single distillery in the stato, [Applause.] 
Whether I live tosce it Or no} that day is surely 
coming, Those who dread it may as well make up 
their minds that it is inevitable. I have watched 
this temperance movemeut in Georgia, I have 
seen it riee in one form and then seem togo down, 
-con it would come up in another 
form. The spirit back of it has 
been alive all the while, and 
it will never dicuntil wecan say to the men 
who traffic in liquor, ‘‘You haye made your last 
victim in the state of Georgia,”’ 
‘Applause, | All we have to do is to 
keep in the right road; inthe temperance road; 
inthe prehibitiou road. [Applause.] If wedo 
thatall will be well. Our peace shall flowasa 
river and our righteousness shall light this land to 
ehigher destiny. [Applause.| 

PRESIDENT PRINGLE'S ADDRESS 

I will embrace the Bret opportuni y tothank the 
members of this,convention for their full and 
prompt respopse to the call of their executive 
committee. 

This 1 think is the largest representative temper: 
gence convention ever held in the state. 

And you notonly gladden the hearts of each 
other, and gladden the hearts of the officers of the 
Georgia Temperance association; but this larger 
eesenibly isan argury that the temperance cause 
in Georgia is rapidly advancing. 

As your Shame officer, it would not be proper 
for me to delivera regular temperance address; 
but I think it would be 8 yp oe of meto makea 
few Opening remarks; and in doing soit is not 
my purpose to discuss an question 
likely to come before the convention; but simply 
to take @ weneral but brief view of the field before 
us, by stating what we have been asa temperance 
peopie, what we are to day, and under the biess- 
ings Of Providence what we hope to be in the near 
future. 

There are some indispensible elements necessary 
to be attained in order to secure success in the 
temperance cause. First, the people should be 
educated in the common schools, in organized 
societies and from the sacred desk that 
aicohol is a poison and that the liquor traffic is a 
curee, 

The next best thing to do is to support this 
sentiment by the strong arm of the law. Then 
educate and encourage the masses to be law 
abiding, and they wi 
law is faithfully 
things are done you have accomplished 
the grand object of temperance and reform, 

Now, limake this statement to show why the 
work of the old Sons of Temperance did not suc- 
ceed better. That grand old order commenced its 


work, I believe in 1545, and under favorable aus-. 


pices Worked well for a season, and a great change 
ju the way ofa healthy temperance sentiment was 
created. But while this was necessary to be done 
it iucked the one essential element of success. It 
Wis not backed by legal indorsement and support, 
and they conid not bold their ground. They were 
consequently discouraged and disorganized, but 
the temperance ieeling, although outwardly dead 
—likertillwater, continued to run deep inthe 
hearts of the people. 

After the war the good work again commenced 
in this city, and the small band of organized tem- 
perance workers in 1867 culminated in a charter 
for a grand lodge of I. O. O. Good Templars in 1869 
out of which over one hundred subordinate lodges 
bave been instituted, aud from 1806s until this day 
the good work bas been rapidly marching onward. 
This is easily explained, The Good 
Templars joined hauds with the 
tem perauce people and prohibditionists 
every where,and every Good Templar now believes 
that prohibition backed by a healthy temperance 
sentiment will prohibit. And upon this priaci- 
ple, with a faith, hope and charity that knew no 
bounds, they have worked with a zeal and he- 
roism that was every way Worthy of the grand 
cause they represented. There was very little leg- 
islation on the subject of prohibition 
bel ore the’ wer, but in 185) 
i¢gisiature passed an act to punish 
any dealer in spirituous liquors who was cvonvict- 
ed of seiling or furnishing such lig uors to slaves, 
by a fne of not less than $00 nor more than #200, 
4nd imprisonment not less than 10 nor more thau 
“U deys, for the first offense, and an additional 
punishment for each subsequentottense, if I had 
been 1b that legislature I would have offered an 
amendment to that act, soas to include the sons 
ol thal general assembly, upon the principle that 
iney Were worth at ieast as much as the property 
they sought to protect. A 
however, they commenced 
about their sons and daughters to 
pass prouibitory laws fortheir protection, And 
irom 15/0 to 1875 they passed eight or ten prohibi- 
tory saws; in 1574 they passed eleven; .a 1575 they 
passed about fifty. Many of these, ho vever, were 
confined to churches and school houses, They 
were found to work welland the good work con- 

O g0 On bravely, until 1882 and 1883, when 
ayer 300 bilis were introduced and 
prohibitory acts passed for ninety-three pla- 
och In the state, At the fall session of the present 
itQisiature, over thirty prohibition bills were 
inireduced,and about twenty-five were passed, 
and some of the fruits have already been seen in 
the glorious victories achieved in the counties of 
Bariow, Clarke, Troup and others. We say the 
peopie are well pleased with these prohibitory 
Hquor laws. You “How do we know?’ 
We answer, because that is the general verdict of 
the people and the press, and because they never 
ask the legisiature to repeal them, 

They pass local laws on other subjects, and 
perbaps at the aext session repeal them, 
Why? Because they did pot work weil, but they 
never repeal a prohibitory law unless there is 
rome defect in it or they wanta betterone. Now 
what has brought about this good work? The 
sreatevilsof intemperance have been seen and 
ielt by the wives and mothers of the land, and 
they have petittoned the legislature, and prevailed 
oD their immediate representatives to pass pro- 
~ pga lawe. That grand and noble institution 
fent cewn from heaven, the 
Christian Temperance union, 
com plished everlasting g00d 

reat reformation. They will never know 

ow much they have done until their mission on 
earth is ended, and “heaven and earth shall high 
extol their praises.” For, knowing that ‘no 
Grunkerd shall ever inherit the kingdom of 
beaven,’’ they have “reasoned of righteousness, 
temperance and judgment to come,” until their 
Q ponents, like Felix, bave trembled and said, 
“GO thy way for thistime. When I have a con- 
venient season I will call for thee.” In other 
words, ‘‘when I make a few more dollars, even if 
1t is at the expense of many poor helpless women 
and children—the law allows me to do it—I will 
then quit if I have aconvenient season.’’ Tnaank 
God the “convenient season’’ with some has been 
mece to come; with others itis coming.

It is not 
my purpose to indicate to you which one is 
best, even iff knew; but lean say each one is 
best in ite place, and each one is necessary in its 
place, and altogether an essential to the final 
achievement of redeeming every county in the 
state from the evils of intemperance. 

In doing this workin whichever way it is done, 
let us not abuse the liquor dealer, although he 
is epgeged inthe very business you are trying 
to make unlawful, because your very constituents 
pezbaps gave him license to sell; but rather, put 
the blame on your ordipary, or your county com- 
missioners or your municipal authorities 
for granting license where they have dis- 
cretionary power in the matter, and 
wpon your legislators for making the sale of in- 
tozicating liquors lawful, instead of unlawiul. 

Do not abuse the drunkard, because by so doing 
ou may insult him and his family and thereby 
oore your influence over him for good, for these 

are the very ones we are trying to benefit. Donot 
abuse the moderate dripker, but rather those who 
led bim into it, as we have seen that it will not do 
to abuse the drunkard, because he was once a 
moderate drizker. Now Ido not mean tosay by 
this that itis right tosell spirituous liquors, as a 
beverage, or thatitis right to drink it asa bev- 
erage, but what I n ean is, do n@t make it lawful, 
or allow these men to sell spirituous liquors, and 
then abuse them for doing what you have legal- 
izec, , ae 

Again impress trpon your legislators that it is 
wrong in any people to pass a law that will benefit 
one hundred men financially, when it will at the 
same time, injure ten thousand women and chil- 
dren financially, morally and socially, and make 
them unhappy. Now, we have only one constitu- 
tional prohibitor liquor law, and that prohibits 
the sale or furnishing spirituous liquors on elec: 
tion days, that willaverage about three days ina 
year in counties, where, county, state and muni- 
cipal elections are held. The last legislature tried 
to make it unlawful tosellon national holidays, 
but failed, but there are still other days in which 
it should not be solid—and whenever the people 
are ready forit, let us have it and God speed the 
day whenit will not only be unconstitution- 
al to seli it three jays in 
8 year—but, when it un: 
constitutional co sell it three hundred and sixty: 
five daysinayesr, and for fear of an accident 
every four years I would make it 866. Now, what 
sre we bere for? What will this convention do or 
recommend? I cannot tell you what this conven- 
tion will do, but I can tell you what you ought to 
as well as individuals 
at home, and will do so by a practical illustration: 
I noticed in the papers a few days ago that a crazy 
mean wason board the train from Chenoa and 
bound for Chicago. Before arriving at the latter 
piace the conductor telephoned to the chief of po- 
lice at Chicago that he hadaninsane man on 
board his train who had taken possession of one 
car, and that the police at three other places were 
sfraid of him, and to have ten or twelve men 
there totake him, that he was a dangerous man 
and tolooksharp or somebody would get hurt. 
Some of the passengers practically admitted all 
this by jumping off the train before it 
aoppes. Several shots were fired and 
much Gamage done: one man killed and the lu- 
natic and three or four others mortally wounded. 
Now I do not know what caused this man’s in- 
sanity, but all will admit that such a man ought 
to be carried to the asylum for treatment, both for 
his own good and for the protection of the people. 
When an insane man gets there, the physicians 
will inquire all about his history and private 
habits, and combine medical skill with this infor- 
mation and try to ascertain the cause of the pa- 
tient’s trouble and the remedy is, when the case 
is properly diagnosed, to remove the cause, and 
they confidently expect the effect to cease. 

Now I will mention another case. A few days 
ago a son shot his father—they were both crazy. 
The father consented\to the shooting by placing 
a tumbler on his head\and ordering his son to 
shoot it off: but instead of doing this he shot his 
father’s head off. Will any one deny to society 
and to this young man the same remedy that was 
allowed to the other crazy man’? Will any one 


| say that the cause of all his trouble should not be 


removed? 

By reading theaccount of this sad tragedy, we 
learn that the old man and hisson had been 
drunk all night,and before day concluded they 
would play William Teil. The account says they 
were both thoroughly soakedin liquor, and that 
when the young man came to his senses his grief 
was fearful to witness. ;Then in this case liquor 
wes the cause, and to protect society as wellas 
this young man the cause should be removed. 
Last week I read an account of 
another young man, who was crazy and shot five 
men, killedsemeand mortally wounded others. 
This was eanawful tragedy. All will admitthat 
the same treatment of finding out the cause and 
removing it should be applied to thiscase. The 
account says be was crazed by whisky, then app'y 
the remedy, as in the other two Cases, and remove 
thecauvse. I am now prepared to tell you after 
giving you practical illustrations that every mem- 
ber of this convention ought to use hisor her in- 
finence, both here and elewhere, totry tostop 
these murders and suicides, these sad trage- 
dles, these quarrels and fights, 
ali this su fferin and destitution, 
and protect socicty and a great class of suffering 
people—by removing the cause. which ifs almost 
entirely attributable to the liquor trafiic, 

But our friends who think differently will ask 
the question. ‘What! you want to take away a 
men’s liberty?’’ Wereply that we would rather 
give 1,000 women and chiidren their liberty from 
the thraldom of king alcoho! and its attendant 
consequences than to give 100 men the liberty 
eo to fill a drunkards grave and a drunkard’s

His striking originality and his strong pow- 
ers Of expression were brought outinto effective 
play and almost every moment during the 
hour which he oceupied in his remarks he was 
interrupted by the applause or the laughter of his 


hearers. Mr. Jones hanaled whisky in a way that 
showed his complete detestation of it and his sea- 


timents were made magnetic by the manner of | 


their expression. 

Heeaid: ‘I believe liquor is a good thing in its 
place, and I believe its place is in hell. 
|Applause.|] If I wasin hell I mignt drink it, but 
so help me God I never will on this earth drink it 
again.’
